Now In 24th Year At TJC 

Veteran Professor Puts Students First

“Teaching young people has far 
greater compensations than one 
would suspect” says J. C. Hender¬ 
son, TJC’s biology and chemistry 


professor who is now in his 24th 
year of teaching at TJC. 

Mr. Henderson, who is dedicat¬ 
ing his life to the teaching pro¬ 
fession, became interested in 



biology and in teaching through 
Dr. Edgar Altenburg, professor of 
biology at the Rice Institute. 

At that time he was looking, 
like all college students do, for an 
ideal by which to pattern him¬ 
self. Dr. Altenburg, a very com¬ 
petent professor, became that 
ideal and J. C. Henderson was on 
his way. As an undergraduate he 
was biology assistant under Dr. 
Altenburg. 

He received his BA at Rice and 
his *MA at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, and soon after became as¬ 
sistant in zoology at the Univer¬ 
sity of California. 

This early interest he took in 
science helped him later for he 
realized its importance in the lives 
of people and worked hard to 
apply correctly its principles in 
the classroom. This he has done 
with utmost efficiency. 

Here at TJC Mr. Henderson’s 
willingness to help his students 
and to give individual attention 
during off periods has made him 
tops in the opinion of his students. 
This is typical of Mr. Henderson 
and his students have well bene¬ 
fited from the eagerness with 
which he enters into out-of-class 
discussions. 

Mr. Henderson has stated that 
forgetfulness is an occupational 
disease of his profession, but quot¬ 
ing some of his students, “If we 
knew only one-tenth of what he 
has forgotten we would have it 
made.” 

However, every year he has 
taught at TJC, Mr. Henderson has 
encountered that usual percentage 
of students who, in his estimation, 
would be a credit to Rice Insti¬ 
tute, his Alma Mater. 

To sum up his philosophy, is a 
favorite quotation given by Mr. 
Henderson: “Consider that I

The sign said, “U. S. Marine 
Corps Depot of Supply.” The 
scenery around the base was ter¬ 
rible. As far as the eye could see 
there was nothing but sand, rocks, 
and barren hills. And this was 
home! Never have I been so home¬ 
sick for East Texas as when I got 
my first good look at the Mojave 
desert. 

The first day was spent getting 
checked in. I was assigned a bunk, 
a job, and my sleeping gear. The 
next day I reported to the man I 
was to work under. His name was 
Squillante, but everyone called 
him Murphy. A master sergeant 
with eighteen years in the Corps, 
and a hair-trigger temper. 

Theoretically I was an Engineer 
Supply Clerk. In practice I spent 
all my time trying to pacify Sgt. 
Squillante and keep him from hav¬ 
ing a stroke. In eighteen years a 
man can learn a lot of different 
ways to say the same thing. He 
knew everyone of them. When he 
wasn’t mad, I couldn’t have asked 
for a nicer boss. When he was mad, 
all I asked for was some cotton to 
stuff in my ears. 

For two weeks things went 
smoothly enough. One day I got 

orders to go see the First Sergeant 


I had forgotten to turn in my lib 
erty card. That First Sergeant 
looked like a monster that just 
loved to swallow little Pfc’s. My 
knees were shaking so they would 
just barely hold me up. I stood 
there for what seemed like half an 
hour while he glared at me with¬ 
out speaking. 

Finally he roared out, “Where 
do you live? ” The idea never 
crossed my mind that he meant 
which barracks. 

“Texas,” I stuttered. 

I thought he would burst a blood 
vessel. I walked out several min¬ 
utes later with my face still burn¬ 
ing. On top of that I was restricted 
to the base for two weeks. 

A couple of weeks before Christ¬ 
mas I had the whole amount of 
$5.18. That seemed like sufficient 
funds on which to pay a visit to 
Hollywood. Off I went. Hollywood 
was only 140 miles away. I hitch 
hiked in three hours. Oh, the evils 
of the big city! 

The first thing I did was get 
taken for $2 of my $5 by a Negro 
shoeshine boy. The other $3 I 
spent within a matter of hours that 
afternoon. That night I slept with 
the Salvation Army' in Los An¬ 
geles and subsisted on coffee and 
doughnuts at the USO. I got back 
to the base Sunday night, broke, 
hungry, and happy. I’d seen Hol¬ 
lywood, Lbs Angeles, Pasadena, 
Red Skelton, and Lou Costello for 
only $5.18.
